With a dazzling display of hockey 
for three pericds the team from the 
northwest of Edmonton—Luscar— 
and the Gunners fought each other to 
a 1-1 score here Saturday night. Here 
was an exhibition of hockey. The Gun- 
ners endeavoring to uphold their re- 
putation of last winter, the champ- 
ions of Alberta, while the team who 
came down from the north tried to 
take the laurels away from Gleichen. 
It was a thrilling game, the speediest 
ever played here and the specd per- 
sisted from bell to bell. 

All records in the history of hockey 
in Gleichen went by the board Satur 
night, Over 1350 tickets were sold 
that night and with the season ticket 
holders and iplayers, ete, a crowd of 
over 1400 were jamed into the arena, 
Every seat, gallery and standing space 
was taken and a happy crowd it was. 

All day Saturday the min topic of 
conversation was hockey and no Glei- 
chen fan could see anything but a 
win for Gleichen, They did not flat- 
ter themselves that Gleichen would 
have a walk away, but should wiin if 

* the boys got down to work and played 
hockey. All this was based on tha 
Gunners record cf play this winter. 
None could see how Luscar could have 
a better team. 

The first period started off jwith « 
bang, toth teams endeavoring to tal 
the aggressive but with the furious 
back checking the play) ‘was confined 
mostly to mid-ice. Most of the shots 
on the nets were of the long variety 
as the defence boys of both teams 
were right on the job. Nelson got 
through and tested Iucar goalie with 
a real hot one, Luscar in a scramble 
tested Reberts from close in.

HARDY CLIMBING PLANTS 


Experimental Farm Notes 

By the use of climbing plants, it 
is possible to hide unsightly 
aypotts, provide wind screens, cover 
verandas or summer houses and in 
general make the surroundings more 
congenial, While our list of hardy 
climbing vines is more less limited 
it contains sufficient yarieties to give 
adequate variation and relieve the 
monotony of too much of any one 
climber, We have vines which do 
not carry conspicious flowers but give 
pleasing effects with changing 
autumn coloring or fruits of differ- 
ent colors when ripe, as swell as vines 
which please with their different 
flowers and fruits. Some of these 
are: 

Ampelopsis quinquefolia—Virginia 
ereeper isa hardy native, a 
vapid grower, with glossy green 
leaves winich in fall assume delight- 
ful changing shades of red, and with 
clusters of dark colored berries, This 
is one of the most popular vines and 
much used for covering verandahs, 
summer houses, walls ov fences, 

Vitas vulpina — Native grape, an- 
other hardy native,a also a rampant | 
grower quickly covering walls, fances 
wr Wherever trained, It is desirable 
to have both male and female plants 
to obtain the fragrance of the male 
and the fruit of the female, The 
fru't is dark im color with a heavy 
bloom and is distinctly ornamental 
as well as useful for jelly making. 

Humulus lumpulus — Common hop 
is not a woody vine in that it dies 
down to the ground every winter but 
{t has a hardy root amd grows very 
rampantly to give a good protective 
covering, although it is mot so or- 
hamental as Virginia creeper or na- 
tive grape. The hops during the lat- 
ter part of the season give it an airy 
and decorative appearance, 

Clematis — There are at least two 
of clematis varieties that are prov- 


ing hardy. Ligusticifolia is a na- 
tive and a very desirable plant with 
many small, white flowers and at- 
tractive foliage. ‘Tangutica, an immi- 
grant from Mongolia, carries nodd- 
ing yellow flowers, which later give 
place to striking feathery seed 
pods, 

Celastrus scandens — Bittersweet 
is to be found growing in th wilds 
with glossy green leaves and becomes 
particularly attractive in late summer 
and early fall with clusters of orange 
colored berries which persist on the 
vine all winter, 

Lonicara — Honeysuckle is occas- 
ionally to be found growing in the 
wilds with dec(ledly ornamental waxy 
gieyish-grecn foliage, and clusters of 
orange-yellow flowers followed by 
colored fruits, 

All of the above plants are to be 
found growing and thriving on the 
trellis at the Indian Head Farm be- 
sides a few other varieties, one of 
which is a wcse, originally found 
growing in the bushes it the Forest 
Nnrsery Station which, however, re- 
quires more careful training. lt 
carries small, pale colored flowers fol- 
towed later by red hips. Many an- 
nual climbers are also used to sup- 
plment the perennial vines, the most 
effective of these being morning 
glory, Cobaea scandens and sweet 
pea which give gorgeous displays of 
bloom,

WHERE CANADIAN GOES 
WHEAT GOES 


When the judges of the World’s 
Grain Exhibition and Conference, 
opening at Regina in July next, com- 
mence the prodigious task of placing 
the samples they will be confronted, 
in one only of the seven wheat classes, 
that for ten bushels,with about 60 tons 
of the best wheat in the world—over 
200 entries, 

In view of the very wide-spread ni- 
terest in this staple cereal itis inter- 
esting to note just where the wheat 
grown in Canada goes: 

Canadian wheat last year was sold 
to almest 60 countries, made up of 20 
within the Empire and the baiance he- 
beyond Erpire boundaries, Of the 
total of 110,000,000 bushele ta FI r- 
pire ports no less than 135,000,000 
bushels came to the United Kingdom, 

France and Belgium purchased eac’) 
about 14,000,000 bushels; Italy and 
the Netherlands, together accounted 
for 21,000,000 bushels; China and 
Japan, 13,500,000 bushels; United 
States, 8,000,000 bushels; Germany, 
6,000,000 bushels; and Greece 5,000,- 
000; Norway, Sweeden and Peru pur- 
chased about 1,000,000 bushels each.

Canadian Radio Programmes. 


The recently appointed Canadian Radio Commission, within whose 
Jurisdiction has been placed control of all radio broadcasting in Canada, has 
inaugurated the first of its series of all-Canadian programmes to be broad- 
cast over a Dominion-wide hook-up of stations from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. This first series is to consist of twelve symphony concerts given 
alteratively by the Toronto and Montreal Symphony orchestras each Tuesday 
evening. The Radio Commission has also announced a second series of broad- 
casts for each Friday evening consisting of concerts by the bands of the 
Royal Canadian Regiment, London, Ontario, and the Canadian Grenadier 
Guards, Montreal. 


Before taking the step of nationalizing radio broadcasting in Canada, 


the Canadian Government appointed a Royal Commission to study the whole | 
In | 


subject and to investigate conditions and systems in other countries. 
Great Britain all broadcasting is under the direction and control of the 
Srit'sh Broadcasting Company, which, in a sense, acts for the Government, 
In the United States private companies and individual stations are responsi- 
ble for the programmes, which are financed by advertising, while the 
Government controls the erection of stations, their power, wave lengths, 
ete, Canada’s Royal Commission reported in favor of out-and-out control 
by the Government through the creation of a national Radio Commission 


with wide powers of control over al) stations and all programmes, including | 


the right to take over existing stations, erect new ones, and operate any or 
all of them, 

Canada’s position is a peculiar one. Being immediately adjacent to the 
United States with its 110,000,000 people, enormous financial resources, and 
many powerful stations with large revenues from advertising, as compared 
with Canada’s population of only 10,000,000, much smaller financial 
resources, and a restricted volume of radio advertising available, and large- 
ly confined to purely local areas, our stations are consequently smaller and 


of low power compared with the high-powered stations across the line. As | 


a natural and inevitable result, United States programmes largely mono- 
polized the air in Canada. It was realized that this situation could only be 
overcome if at all, by the Government itself. Hence the decision in favor 
of a national radio commission with all-embracing powers, and financed by 
the license fees paid by all citizens possessing receiving sets.

There is little question but that the people of Canada desire that such 
all-Canadian programmes and national hook-ups should be provided. But to| 
command the interest and support of our people such programmes must be, 
equal to, and, where possible, excel, United States programmes. It is not 
only in the quality of the individual programmes that may be offered that 
they must successfully compete with Un'ted States programmes, but in 
their varicty as well. The Radio Commission is making its start with 
symphony orchestra music. Well and good, and undoubtedly the two organ- 
izations selected to provide these programmes are just as fine as any United 
States organization, The fact remains that only a limited number of people 
possess an educated taste for symphonies, Possibly, everybody enjoys such 
a programme occasionally, but as a regular diet it is apt to pall. The same 
thing may be said with equal truth in regard to band concerts, and, indeed, 
of any one class of programmes, 

We desire to emphasize that we are not criticizing, in even the m'ldest 
manner, the initial programme decisions of the Radio Commission, but we do 
desire to point out, and to emphasize, that in order to command the approval 
and support of the masses of the Canadian people,—who, after all, are pay- 
ing for these programmes and, therefore, have the right to ‘‘call the tune,”’ 
Canadian programmes must equal in their variety those which can be heard 
every evening by tuning in on U.S. stations. People like good music, whether 
by band, orchestra or yocal, but they also like a lot of fun, They enjoy a 
good joke, clever repartee, a real good laugh, At times they want to be 
excited and thrilled by an intense drama; they like to listen to an eloquent 
Speaker upon timely topics, And there is grave danger that if the Canadain 
Radio Commission, in their laudable desire to raise the standard of radio 
programmes, adopt what we may term a “high brow” attitude, thousands 
of Canadian listeners will simply turn their dials and continue to listen-in, as 
now, upon the enormously popular variety programmes emanating from 
United States stations. | 

It is to be hoped that the members of the Radio Commission are as fully 
alive to this situation as is the average radio listener. It will of course, take | 
time to develop such programmes, while it was a comparatively easy matter | 
to conclude arrangements with symphony orchestra and regimental bands 
to inaugurate initial programmes. But in order that public opinion may not | 
develop an open antagonism to the policy of nationalized broadcasting, it! 
is vitally important that no false impression of the policies and intentions of 
the Radio Commission be created. 

No doubt that class of our population who are extremely fond of the 
highest forms of music will write their commendations to the Commission, 
We would offer the suggestion that listeners-in everywhere join the army of 
correspondents, and, while not criticizing what they themselves do not 
particularly enjoy, present their own views as to what they would like 
included in these Canada-wide programmes and thus assist the Commission 
in developing programmes, not only of high merit, but of variety that will 
prove well pleasing to the Canadian people as a whole,

As part of the plan to end party 
lines in British Columbia politics and 
form a union government, a proposal 
for the appointment of a Speaker of 
the legislature without party ties is 
under official consideration. 

The government is going carefully 
into the subject now with a view to 
the possible adoption of the British 
system, under which the Speaker of 
ithe House of Commons is a perman- 
ent office-holder and loses all comnec- 
tion with any party on taking office. 
|In Britain, the Speaker is simply ac- 
corded re-election in his own riding 
by acclamation, He is never opposed 
by any other candidate, it was ex- 
|plained by government experts who 
are looking into the subject. The 
Irish Free State went further and 
provided by law that the Speaker 
must be returned to the Dail without 
contest, though he may, or may not, 
be elected Speaker again. 

Behind the proposed change are 
well organized parliamentary princl- 
| ples, The Speaker is supposed to be 
| impartial in all his rulings and to
